Moderation tho Policy ci the South. 
Seward is the weakest candidate the North- 
ern sectionalists could run. Like all leading 
m n in this country, says the Mississippi Cla- 
rim, who identify themselves with great 
principles, he is rendered thereby Unavailable, 
even among his own party friends. Mr. Clay 
was the author of what was known in his day 
as the American system, yet his party found 
it expedient to put him aside, and take up 
Harrison and Ta\ lor, immeasurably his inte- 
riors, to carry into practice the system he had 
originated, and the doctrines be had impress- 
ed upon the minds of his followers. Mr. Cal- 
houn was the great champion of State rights 
and Southern principles, yet the party which 
accepted his principles, would never venture 
into a Presidential election with him as its 
leader. The same will be the case with Sew- 
ard. Uis infamous teachings will sink deeply 
into the Northern mind, and a powerful party 
will be ready to make them the basis of ac- 
tion, liut Mr. Beward himself will have to 
stand asido for some second-rate freedom- 
shriekcr, whose comparative obscurity will 
make him more available for the purposes Of 
a canvass. It is not to l>e believed) in our 
humble opinion, that any man, standing upon 
Seward's platform of irresistible conflict, can 
be elected to the Presidency. Conservatism is 
not dead at the North, and the discreet men 
of the anti-slavery party could paj no higher 
tribute to the power and strength of the con- 
servative element in tho North, than by the ef- 
fort that will be made to abandon Seward, and 
take up some mr«n not identified with the 
more objectionable features of his doctrines. 
If moderation and good sense are allowed to 
rule in the counsels of the Democratic party, 
there is but little room to doubt that it can 
embody the conservative strength of the 
North, elect its candidate, preserve the Union 
of the States, and the rights of the States 

The firm conviction that we entertain of 
this fact, has always induced us to oppose the 
introduction of men and extreme issues on 
the part of the South, the only effect of which 
will be to weaken the Democratic party of the 
Union, and bring about the success of the lie- 
publican party of the North. The true 
policy of the South, as any discerning man 
must see, is to let our friends and enemies at 
the North fight the battle out by themselves, 
without our introducing and insisting upon 
the impracticable and at this time useless is- 
sue of a slave code for the Territories. It 
docs seem to us that every lover of his coun- 
try, and every friend of the Union, should sub- 
scribe to this policy. Some of the best men 
of the South, such as Tombs and Stephens of 
Georgia, Boycc of South Carolina, and others, 
counsel moderation as the true policy of the 
South at this time. Can their loyalty to our 
institutions be doubted for a moment? We 
do not hesitate to give it as our opinion, that 
the recent defeat of the Democratic party in 
Ohio, and the consequent election of an Abo- 
litionist to succeed l'ugh in the Senate of the 
United States, is plainly attributable to the 
unfortunate differences which exist in the 
Democratic party, resulting from the introduc- 
tion of issues, at this time, at least, bringing 
nothing but evil. 

Docs it not, therefore, strike any sensible 
man, that the great Democratic party of the 
South, ought at this juncture to eschew all 
new and ultra propositions calculated to de- 
stroy its jwwer for good, to weaken its adhe- 
rents at the North, and finally to destroy it- 
self, and leave the way open for a Northern 
sectionalist to walk into the Presidential man- 
sion at Washington? Give us a good conser- 
vative Democrat as a candidate for the Presi- 
dency, and put him upon a moderate platform 
from which is excluded any new-fangled ul- 
tra plank, and his election is sure. Thous- 
ands and tens of thousands of men, who voted 
for Fremont in the last election, will now vote 
for a constitution-loving Democrat, if such a 
one is presented, with a clear record of attach- 
ment to the ancient principles of the party, 
and free from the odor of new-found and im- 
practicable doctrines and theories. The inter- 
ests of the South, the interests of the glorious 
old Democratic party, the good of the country, 
and the happiness of unborn millions, all con- 
spire to dictate this as the policy of our party 
and the Southern people generally.

The Federal Courts will be longer in ses- 
sion; their terms are not limited; and the 
Circuit Court is always continued until all the 
common law business on its docket is dis- 
posed of; and afterwards adjourned sessions 
are held for the trial of equity causes, and of 
criminal cases when necessary. 

The District Court in Admiralty, like the 
Court in Bankruptcy, is always open.

Tlie Harix-r's Ferry Affair. 

Baltimore, Oct. 17- — It is apprehended that 
the affair at Harper's Ferry is inure serious than 
the people lu re are willing to believe. The tele- 
Bgraph wires have been cut from Harper's Ferry, 
and there is no commuuiealion beyond Monoca- 
cy. It is reported that there has been a stampede , 
ol negroes from Maryland. The train due here 
early this morning had not yet arrived. Many 
wild rumors are atioat,but no intelligence of an 
Authentic character has yet been received. 

Later. — The insurrectionisis number L'OO whites 
and blacks, and have full possession of the armory, 
commanded or led by a man named Anderson, who 
lately arrived at Harper's Ferry. The rioters 
seized a wagon of wheat, loaded it with a quan- 
tity of musket-, and sen' it up country in Virginia. 
The military of Frederick, Aid., are ordered out. 
President Buchanan has ordered out troops by a 
special train, now getting ready to convey troops 
Irom this city. He has also accepted Semch'l 
Company from Frederick, and has ordered com- 
panies from Old Point. 

Later, 7 P. M. — A dispatch from Marlinsburg, 
which is situated west of Harper's Ferry, sent via 
Wheeling and Pittshuig, has just been received. 
It confirms the report that the insurrectionists 
have taken possession ol the arsenal at Harper's 
Ferry, and adds tint the m*»l> has planted cannon 
at the bridire, and the trains had all been stopped. 
A body of armed men were getting ready to pio- 
coed thither to clear the road. Great excitement 
existed in the vicinity. The American, of this 
city, has sent a special reporter by the military 
expedition, and some definite intelligence will 
soon be received. The reporter telegraphs from 
the Relay House, that the expedition was joined 
there by M marines from Washington, und< r the 
command of Colonel Harris, with two four-no'Siid 
howitzers. 

At four o'clock this afternoon, a train, filled 
with the military, consisting of the Law Greys, 
City Guards, Shields' Guards, and other compa- 
nies, left here for Harper's Ferry. Several rep- 
resentatives of the press accompanied them. 

Stili. Later — Washington, 10 1*. M. — In view 
of the possibility of the disturbances at Harper's 
Ferry extending to this vicinity, the Mayors of 
Washington, and Alexandria have taken precau- 
tionary steps for their immediate suppression. 
The President, through the .Mayor of Washing- 
ton, ordered a strong detachment of the volunteer 
militia to be posted at the National Hotel, and a 
company at the armorie- 1 , which was promptly 
done. Two hundred stands of niu^-k'ts and am- 
munition have also been placed in the City Hall 
lor an emergency.

A portion of the insur- 
gents that were here have left under the com- 
mand of a leader name ) Cook, who, w ith a large 
party of slaves, are supposed to be moving towards 
Pennsylvania. A man named Allen Evans, one 
of the insurrectionists, is lying in a dying condi- 
tion here, having been shot through the breast. 
He is from Connecticut, but has been in K ansa . 
He says the whole scheme was got up by BrOWOi 
who represented that the negroes would rise by 
thou- mds. and that Maryland and V irginia would 
be made free States. ^ 

Col. Shriver, of Frederick, has just had an in- 
terview with Brown, in the armory, lie Raked to 
be allowed to march out with his men, and avow- 
cd his intention of defending himselt to the last. 
His men are very strongly posted in the engine 
bouse, and cannon cannot be used against them for 
fear of injuring the prisoners tint they still hold. 
Some sixteen persons are known to have been 
killed. Mr. Fountain Brcckman, the railroad 
agent, was shot dead froth the armory. Three of 
the rioters are lying dead under the bridge, hay- 
ing been shot by the Shepherdstown troops in 
their charge on the bridge. 

Capt. Cook is the second in command of the 
insurgents. He is said to be posted in a school- 
house, four miles distant from here, with a large 
bodv of runaway slaves. 

The armory w as taken possession of about 9 
o'clock on Sunday night, and so quietly was it 
done that the citizens knew nothing of it till the 
train was stopped. Capt. Brown has been about 
here, and boo rented a farm about four miles 
distant, which was the rendezvous for the rioters. 

Capt. Cook has also lived shout here, and at 
one time taught school. A I! the other w hite men 
are unknown, but are suoposed, however, to be 
men who have, been connected with Browm in 
Kansas. 

It is reported, but. not 'confirmed, that the riot- 
ers have carried olf a considerable amount of the 
Government funds. No attempt was made to 
railage the town or to insult females. Captain 
Brown claims easy terms on account of his mod- 
eration. 

IIari'iiu's Ferry, Oct. 18, 3 A. M. — A conflict 
on the bridge was fought — mainly the railroad 
tonnage men Horn Martinsburg, led on by Cap 
tain Alberts. Evan Dorsey, a conductor on the 
railroad, was killed] and conductors Bowmau and 
Hallet wounded. No damage has been done to 
the railroad or the bridge by the rioters. 

It is supposed that the rioters will be tried un- 
der martial law as soon as captured, and w ill be 
hung on the spot. 

6 o'clock, A. M. — The following is a special 
report received from the editor of the Baltimore 
American: 

"Preparations are now making for an attack on 
the armory. The soldiers are pasted all around 
the grounds, and for the last hour everything lias 
been quiet." 

The rioters h ive still the following persons in 
custody as prisoners: Annisted Ball, chief 
draughtsman at the armorv; Benj. Mills, m ister 
of the aunory; John P. I) angel field, paymaster 
and clerk; Lewis Washington, a farmer an I pro- 
minent citizen; John Alstadt, a farmer, and h'a 
son, sixteen years old; (the three last were seized 
on their farms, several miles from the Ferrv.) 
Geo. Turner, a graduate of West Point, and one 
of the most distinguished citizens of this place, 
was shot yesterday whilst coining into town. He 
died during the night. He his a brother living 
in Baltimore, married into the Patterson family 
Three of the rioters are lying dead in the streets, 
three in the river, and several arc said to be lying 
within the armory inclosc.re. The following isa 
list of the killed among the citizens and soldiers: 
Fountain Breckham; Haywood, a negro porter 
at the railroad station; Jas. Bamliv, of Harper's 
Ferry; Evan Dorsey and George Richardson, of 
Martinsburg. 

Another rioter, a negro, named Lesng, who 
just died, confessed the particular* of the plot, 
which, he says, were concocted by Brown, at a 
fair held in Ohio some two months ago. 

The rioters have just sent out a Hag of truce, 
Baying that if they are not protected by the sol- 
diers here at present they will hang all they cap- 
ture. 

Eight o'clock, A. M. — The armory has just 
been stormed and taken after a determined resis- 
tance. Got Strait approached with a II ag of 
truce, and demanded the surrender of the ai mory. 
After expostulating some time the rioters refused. 
The marines then advanced and made a charge, 
endeavoring to break oreu the door with sledge 



hammers, but it resisted all their efforts. A 
large ladder was then placed and used as a batter- 
ing tarn, and the door finally gave way. The ri- 
oters fired briskly, and shot three of the marines 
who exchanged shots through the partly broken 
door. The marines then forced their way 
through the break, and in a few minutes the re- 
sistance w as at an eyd. The rioters were brought 
out amidst the most intense excitement, many of 
the armed militia present trying to shoot them. 
Capt. Brown ami his son were both shot, the lat- 
ter is dead and the former dying. He lies in the 
armory inclosure; he talks freely, and says that 
he is the old Ossawattamie Brown, avho-c feats 
in Kansas hail such wide notice. He says that 
his whole object was to free the slaves, and justi- 
fies his actions, and says that In- had possesion of 
the town, and could have murdered all the peo- 
ple, and have been murdered in return. J. S. 
Anderson was also shot down in the assault. He 
was from Connecticut. The dead body of a man 
shot yesterday was found within the armory. 
Brown declares that there were none engaged in 
the plot but those who accompanied him The 
prisoners are ictained within the armory inclo- 
sure. 

Baltimore, Oct. 18, M.— Nothing is talked of 
but the insurrecti ^n. General Stuart, through 
Gov. Wise, has communica ed orders to Geperal 
J. V.'. Watkins, of this city, to prepare to equip 
mi I mount at once a body of men for service in 
the moan tains near II arper's Ferrv, where many 
of the insurgents have taken refuge. Troops 
will leave here this afternoon. Gov. Wise pass- 
ed the Helay House this morning en route for the 
seat of war. Three artillery companies from 
Fort .Munroe arrived this morning and are at 
quarters at Fort Mi Henry awaiting orders. ' 

The Directors of the Pennsylvania It. R. with 
their ladies, arrived at Martinsburg, yesterday, on 
their way home from a recent excursion to Chi- 
cago. The train was, however, delayed at Har- 
per's Ferry, but as the track is now uninterrupt- 
ed, they arc now probably on their way to this 
city, and may reach Philadelphia to-night. 

The Directors of the Pennsylvania railroad and 
families left Martinsburg this morning for Balti- 
more. Travel is now resumed, and the trains arc 
running regularly. 

II aiii'eii's IV.rkv, Oct. 18, M.— Soon after the 
storming and capture of the armory, four dead 
bodies of the insurgents, who were shot yesterday, 
were found within the inclosure. Capt. Brown 
and his son were dangerously wounded. Only 
two of the insurrectionists were unwounded, viz: 
Edwin Copptek, from Iowa (white.) and Childs 
Green (colored,) also from Iowa. The party or- 
iginally consisted of twenty-two persons, of whom 
fifteen were killed, two mortally wounded, two 
unhurt, and three escaped w ith slaves. 

llARfER's Ferrv, Oct. 18, 1:30 P. M. — The Sec- 
retary of War has telegraphed to Col. Lee that 
Mr. Onld, the District Attorney of the TJ. S. for 
this district, will proceed forthwith to Harper's 
Ferry to take charge of the legal proceedings 
against the prisoners and bring them to trial. The 
train is now gelling ready to convey horses and 
men from here to pursue the rioters into any 
State or locality where they may have fled". 
This is by an order of the President, at the re- 
quest of Gov. Wise. ^ , 

For nearly an hour a running fire was kept up 
by the troops against the rioters; several w ere 
shot down, while many managed to limp away 
wounded. During the filing the women and child- 
ren ran shrieking ill every direction; but when 
they learned that the soldiers were their protect- 
ors tin y tonk courage and did good service in the 
way of preparing refreshments and attending the 
wounded. Our informant, who was onth.' h 11 
while the filing was going on, says thai all the 
terrible scenes of a battle passed in reality bi - 
Death his eyes. Soldiers could be seen pursuing 
8 ugly and in couples and the crack of the nius- 
k ets and rifles were generally followed by one < r 
m ire of the insurgents biting the dust. The 
dead lay in the streets where they fell, the wound- 
ed were cared for. 

Capt. B own's wounds consist of a sword cut 
in the forehead and a bayonet wound in the kid- 
neys. Another of the rioters killed was named 
Stewart Taylor. J. C. Anderson, a ringleader, 
who stopped conductor Phelps, yesterday, was 
killed during the first attack by the Virginians. 
Anderson w..s a fine looking man with a flowing 
white beard. Some of the Maryland volunteers 
arc in pursuit of Capt. Cook's party. A body of 
■10 men, mounted, left this afternoon for Harper's 
Ferry to pursue the rioters. It is reported that 
many of them had escaped and are secreted in the 
mountains. 

A negro named Green, who was conspicuous in 
the fugitive slave riot at llarrisburg, Pa-, some 
years ago, was anions the insurgents. 

Baltimore, Oct. 18. — The following fragment 
of a letter was found in Capt. Brown's pocket. 
It occupies a page of line note paper, straw tinted, 
an 1 is written w ith a pencil, evidently from a per- 
son of some education, and without any date. 
The freight alluded to was doubtles the sort usu- 
ally carried on the underground railroad: 

'•Capt. Brown — Dear Sir: 1 have been disap- 
pointed at not seeing you here ere this to take 
charge of your freight. They have been here 
now for two weeks; and, as I have had to super- 
intend the providing for them, it has imposed on 
me no small task; and, be.-ides, if not soon taken 
on, some of them will go to Missouri. I wish to 
know definitely what your propose doing. They 
c.uinot be kept here much longer w ithout risk to 
themselves, and if any of them conclude to go 
back to the State it will bo a bad termination to 
your enterprise."

They ex 
peel the public to walk into their stores, and hold- 
ing up their poor, little advertisement, inserted 
once a month; in some out-of-lhe-w-ay corner of 
a big paper, exclaim: "You have caudles — aive 
me candles; you have fish-hooks — give me fish- 
hooks !" Egrcgrions error! The main object of 
advertising is to impress this Mr. Public with an 
inrlfacable idea of your name and locality and 
special occupation; so that if he ever see or hear 
the one, he will instinctively, impulsively, irresist 
BMj, think of t'ne other. 



Character Better than Credit — We often 
hear young men w ho have no means, dolefully 
contrasting their lot with that of the rich men's 
sons. Yet the longer we live, ihc more we are 
convinced that the old merchant was right, who 
Slid to us when he began to live, "Indus ry, my 
lad, is better than ingots of gold, and character 
more valuable than credit."

Arrival of the Overland Mail. 

S r. Louis, Oct. 18 — The overland mail, of the 
26th, arrived last n'ght. 

The Pacific Railroad Convention adopted reso- 
lutions favoring the central route, and appointed 
committees to mature plans to be recommended 
to the Legislature and to Congress, and adjourn- 
ed to meet at Sacramento in January. 

The schooner Lewis Perry has arrived from the 
Amoor River, with Russo-Asia advices to August 
12th. A small steamer, capableof ascending the 
Amoor 3,000 miles, was launched at Nicolauski 
by a companv ol Americans, who have the privi- 
lege of navigating the river. The Russian offi- 
cials show the greatest favor to American enter- 
prises, and encourage the immigration of Ameri- 
can mechanics. 

The bark Militia was lost on the Amoor River 
on tiie 22d of June. The vessel and cargo wne 
insured in Boston.. 

Nearly the w hole town of Monte Christo was 
destroyed by fire on the 18th. Loss $02,000. 

Another large fire occurred at Diamond Spring 1 ^ 
involving a loss of $40,000 and upwards. 

Sixty Hill River Indians had been killed by a 
party of citizens in Pitt River Valley. It is the 
design to keep volunteers in the field till the In- 
dians arc exterminated.

Currant Bushes. — Farmers usually pay but 
little attention to small matters, which, if due at- 
tention were given them, would more than com- 
pensate for all the time bestowed upon them. No 
more healthy or delicious fruit is grown than the 
currant; but a great portion of larmers seem to 
be unconscious of its value. First, then, to have 
a good supply of this fruit, nttcntion must be 
paid to the bushes. It is very often the case, that 
if these are found at all upon the farmer's premi- 
ses, they occupy an obscure corner of the ganlen, 
close to the fence, and completely bound out by 
grass; the bushes do not thrive, and pio luce but a 
small amount of inferior fruit But we think 
they do as well as can be expected uuder the cir- 
cumstances, and the farmer should not complain. I 

. Our advice is, give the bushes better treatment. 

I Set them in a position that the giound can be', 
worked with a hoc, and manured; keep the - earth 

I around the roots well drenched with soapsuds, 
and you w ill have a good quantity of choice fruit, 
which is a luxury, used ns a fruit for sauce or pies, 
and for making jelly ami domestic wine has no 
equal.
